Attempted To Remove Prisoners from 
Tennessee Without Authority. 

Nasinville, Tenn., November 30.—Sheriff 
A. D. Shrewsburg, of Sherman, Tex., has 
been arrested by the sheriff of White 
county, Tennessee. 

He is here tonight on his own recogni- 
zance, to secure the aid of Governor Mce- 
Millin in straightening out an interesting 
legal entanglement. Shrewsburg holds 
requisition papers for two men—Jim Kirk- 
endark and T. ~£M. Shirlock—wanted in 
Texas for minor offenses, alleged to have 
been committed several years ago, and his 
attempt to proceed under this authority 
has caused the trouble. 

He made his arrest in DeKalb county, 
Wednesday, and started for Texas at 
once. At Sparta, where a stop was made 
over night, the officer was awakened late 
at night by service of a writ of habeas 
Judge Smith, of White 
county, ordering the surrender of the 
prisoners on. the ground of illegal deten- 
tion. Shrewsburg at once proceeded to 
the jail, and securing his prisoners started 


‘out of town, but was stopped by the Ten- 
‘nessee sheriff, who arrested him, charg- 


ing illegal attempt to remove prisoners 
from the state and contempt, trial being 
set for Saturday.

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SAYS UTMOST CARE WAS TAKEN 
BEFORS SHE LEFT PORT.

Colonel Ballinger, of Transport Ser- 
vice, Is Satisfied That Officials 
Were Not To Blame. 


Washington, November 30.—The quarter- 
master general has received a detailed 
report by telegraph from Tieutenant Colo- 
nel O. F. Long, in charge of the trans- 
port service at San 
transport Manuense. 
rived at Manila. undergoing hard- 
ships in a Pacific typhoon. The renort, 
which was requested because of the state- 
ments of the unfitness of the vassel for 
the transport service, is as follows: 

“San Francisco, November 29. 1899.—In 
reference to your te'egram today. trans- 
port ‘Manuense sailed October %th for 
Manila via Tonolulu. Her capacitv was 
twenty-eight officers and 530 enlisted mene 
She carried seventeen officers and 380 en- 
listed men. She was inspected by Captain 
Metcalf, surveyor of Lloyd’s register, who 
officially reported the vessel ‘in good con- 
dition and order when she left this port, 
both {in hull and machinery.’ She is class- 
ed a No. 1, star one, Lloyds. Also was 
thoroughly {inspected here by treasury de- 
partment inspector of hulls and boi'ers. 
who reported her in excellent condition. 
Official reports of these officers are on file 
and recorded. 

“Treasury officials would not allow any 
unseaworthy ship, whether government or 
otherwise, to leave port—would not grant 
clearance, consequently expert opinion 
pronounced Manuense perfectly sea- 
worthy. She was provided with all life- 
saving apparatus, even more than treas- 
ury department regulations required. 
Her crew, under ordinary circumstances, 
numbers thirty-two men. She actually 
carried from San Francisco a crew of 
forty-nine men, which. fully net require- 
rerts of treasury officials. She carried 
fifty-five days’ provision for 400 enlisted 
rcn, and was prpvisioned for crew and 
army officers by agents of vessel for 160 
Gays. Besides, she had in her hold 900 
tons measurement of bacon, flour. can- 
ned goods and other commissary supnliies. 
Manuense was also thoroughly inspected 
by Colcnels Garlington and Maus, inspec- 
tcfs general, and by other trunsport offi- 
cials. -Lieutenant Colonel Hayes also fre- 
quently inspected transport previous to 
departure. All expressed themselves thor- 
oughly satisfied with every arrangement 
and provision made here. The ship met 
Lioyds requirements, which are the high- 
est knokn among shipping people. This in 
itself should be a sufficient guarantee of 
seaworthiness.

As 
the result of a period of depression it 
has been demonstrated that the price 
of cotton goods can never fall so low 
as to prevent the southern mills from 
paying fair wages and earning good 
dividends. And so capital has said to 
itself: “If these southern mills earn 
good dividends in hard times, what 
will they earn in times of prosperity?” 

The answer is to be found in the 
phenomenal increase in the number of 
looms and spindles in the south during 
the past twelve months, and still a 
more emphatic answer will be found 
in the increase which is promised for 
next year. As yet, only a few of the 
more thoughtful mtn of New England 
realize that their own economic views 
have undone them, but presently the 
fact will be written so large across the 
face of things that he who runs may 
read. 

New England has also discovered the 
true inweardness of a high tariff. When 
the economic views or that section re- 
sulted in the temporary destruction of 
the home market, fier manufacturers 
were compelled to look for other maer- 
Kets, and the result is that they have 
discovered their ability to compete 
with foreign manufacturers in the for- 
eign markets. It is a great discovery, 
and it is bound, sooner or later, to 
result in changing poiitical opinion in 
that quarter. This change will be 
brought about by the fact that the 
American manufacturers have realized 
their ability not only to supply te 
home market, but to take possession 
of foreign markets almost as profitable. 
Already the southern cotton mills are 
finding a profitable market in China 
for their products, many of them found 
this market some years ago,, and it 
seems to be unlimited. It was an- 
nounced recenfly that nearly all the 
cotton mills in South Carolina were 
engaged in supplying the demand in 
China, and what is true of these mills 
is also true of a great many, if not a 
majority, of other mills in the south. 

This fact should be borrm in mind 
when the suggestion is heard that the 
south is about to overdo the business. 
As long as there is even one cotton 
mill running in Lancashire, or Ger- 
many, or France, or in New England, 
the manufacture of cotton cannot be 
overdone in the south. The Chinese mar- 
ket has hardly been touched. There 
are four hundred millions of people 
in that country to be clothed, and the 
channels of trade tkere have hardly 
begun to be opened up. There is also 
the home market, which the southern 
mills must occupy. It is already un- 
derstood in New England that the mills 
there cannot compete with those in the 
south. As a result, some of the New 
England mill owners are prudently 
duplicating their plants in the south.

This committee shall have charge of the 
interests of the museum and keep it be- 
fore their state division. 

“I move, further, that each state presi- 
dent shall, after presenting the matter to 
her state convention, recommend the ap- 
propriation of a sum of money varying 
according to the financial] condition of her 
treasury, for the running expenses of 
this sacred treasure home, which burden 
has heretofore been borne by the Confed- 
erate Memoria! Literary Society alone. 

“I further move that each state presi- 
dent shall recommend that each chapter 
in her division set apart annually a sum 
accopding to its ability for the main- 
tenance and enrichment of the room arg 
Signed to its own state.’ 

In further reference to the museum, 
Mrs. Park stated that she believed the 
museum would become the nucleus of the 
battle abbey of the south, which will be 
one day built by the women of the south 
just as they have undertaken to build 
the monument to President Davis. 

“As this treasure house of the relics 
of the beloved cause belongs not alone 
to Virginia, but to the entire south,” 
Said Mrs. Park, “each state division of 
the United Daughters of the Confederacy 
is asked to contribute something to the 
beneral expenses of the museum, which 
have been borne heretofore by the Con- 
federate Memorial Literary Society of 
Richmond alone, and also to the main- 
tenance of the roym appropriated to its 
Own state.
